A Resolution to preserve Social Security.

WHEREAS, Social Security is essential to provide a
stable income supplement; and

WHEREAS, Social Security provides needed disability
and survivors benefits; and

WHEREAS, Social Security creates a national sense of
community; NOW THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES,

That the House of Representatives affirms the need to
strengthen Social Security’s long-term finances for the
future to ensure that it remains a reliable, guaranteed
benefit for retirement, disability insurance, and

survivors income.
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
